Tin: Needlewomen «v Paris. — In a 
series of articles by .M. Jules Simon, pnb- 
li-he.l in the Revue des Deux Mondes, some 
interesting particulars are given respecting 
the. needlewomen ol Parisj The author has 
taken great pains to ascertain the naturo ol 
the work executed, and the wages earned, 
and it results that the needlewomen ol 
Paiis are. il possible, even more to be pitied 
i ban the wretched creatures so powerfully 
pourlrayed by Hood in his " Song of the 
Shin/' Mr. Simon saye that the wages of 
needlewomen have been annually diminish- 
ing since 1S17, and that at present, the 
averngs wages is between 1 bane and "Jo 
cents for a day's work of 12 hours. And 
here is his account of the life of one of the ;e 
poor toilers, whose yearly earnings, when 
able lo work, he puis down at 500 funics ; — 
Pirst, as to her lodgieng : tin's is one of her 
greatest difficulties J lor, since Paris has 
been embellished by new streets ami vast 
palace-like houses, the dwellings of the 
woi king classes are continually becoming 
dearer and less numerous. The must 
wretched garret on the sixth story, costs 
from LOOf. to I50f. a year — M. Simon esti- 
mates it at only lOOf. ; I I5f. tor dress, 36f, 
for washing, 3Cf. for lire and light, thus 
leaving 2l3ft, or litlle over jL'S a year for 
living — a Sinn, as M. Simon justly observes, 
just snllieient, by the most rigid economy, 
to keep the poor needlewoman from starv- 
ing. And lo gain this miserable pittance, 
she lias to make eight shirts daily, or lo 
bow six pair of gloves, oi to make six waist- 
coats, or six pair of trousers. No one, adds 
Mr. Simon, can conceive the misery of these 
poor women. They must be visited to form 
any true idea ol their wretchedness. 'Iheir 
garrets havo no lire place, mi stove, no 
ohimney, and are generally provided with 
only |he most slender necessaries of lifo. 
What wondei it death is a frequent visitor 
of their dreary and unhealthy abodes, oi 
(hut ihey should turn from the paths ol 
virtue when starvation Seoms immineni; 
Thcio is an authentic case reoordod oi a 

poor girl Who, when she presented liersoll 
lo be enrolled on the books of habitual vice, 
luul nut broken her last fol three (lay* I 



three things : First, eat not an atom. Sec- 
ond, go to bed and cover up warm in a 
warm" room. Third, drink as much cold 
water as he wants, or as much hot herb tea 
as he can, and in three cases out of four 
he will be almost entirely well in thirty-fix 
hours. If he does nothing for his cold for 
eighty-four hours after the cough' com- 
mences, there is nothing that he can swal- 
low that will, by any possibility, do him 
any good, for the cold, with such a start, 
will run its course to about a fortnight, in 
spite of all that can be done, and wdiat is 
swallowed in the meantime, in the way of 
physic, is a hindrance and not a good. 

" Feed a cold and starve a fever" is a 
mischievous fallacy. A cold always brings 
a fever; a cold never begins to get well un- 
til the fever begins to subside; but every 
mouthful swallowed is that much more 
fuel to feed the fever, and, but that for the 
fact that as soon as the cold is fairly sealed 
nature, in a kind of desperation, steps in 
and takes away the appetite, the common- 
est cold would be followed by very serious 
results, and in frail people would be almost 
always fatal. These things being so, the 
very fact of waiting forty-eight hours gives 
lime for the cold to fix itself in the system, 
for a cold does not usually cough until a 
day or two has passed, and then to wait two 
days longer, gives it its fullest chance to do 
its work before anything at all is done. 

The Weapons of Death. — Amidst the 
general depression of business at the North, 
in consequence of the country's troubles, 
thero is one branch of manufacturing in- 
dustry which is stimulated, not depressed, 
by the crisis. We refer to the manufacture 
of firearms. The demand South for rilles 
and pistols is exceedingly brisk ; and Coil's 
pislol factory, which had not been fully em- 
ployed during Ihe two months preceding the 
election, is now driven lo ils full capacity. 
We learn that 300 pistols a day are turned 
out— finished and complete, Sharp's rifle 
factory is also full of business, and hard 
at work to meet huge orders. — Hartford 
Times.

Cheap Lauds for Actual Settlement. 
Now thai the proceedings of tli" L.t;yis- 
lature Uave been terminated, and our model 
legislators relieved from further labor for a 
feu- months to come, we take occasion to 
bring before the public- again — as we have 
repeatedly dune on former occasions — for 
their consideration, some of. those more 
important subjects which call loudly for 
legislative action. We do so in tho hope 
that public opinion, unmistakably expres- 
sed, may have the effect of impressing upon 
the minds of those to whom the people have 
delegated the power to give legal force to 
their well understood wishes.— the urgent 
necessity which exists for prompt and vigor- 
ous action on their part, in order to mould 
into law such measures as the interests of 
the country demand. 

Of the very many subjects which call for 
legislative action— and which should long 
eie this have engaged the serious attention 
of the Assembly— none lias a more vital 
bearing on the future destinies of this coun- 
try, than a well regulated anil liberal land 
system. It was a leading plank in the 
platform upon which His Excellency stood 
at the opening of the session ; and the 
views expressed on that occasion received 
the cordial approbation of all classes of the 
community. The ultimate progress in 
wealth, and the permanent prosperity of the 
country, depend, it not solely, in a very 
material degree, upon the productions of 
the soil ; and hence the adoption of such 
measures as will have a direct tendency to 
invite actual setlieis to Ibe lar^e 
tracts of fertile lands which the colony con- 
tains, and rt'hich now In: in an unproduc- 
tive stale, should receive that degree of con- 
sideration at the hands of our legislators 
which the subject demands. In the other 
colonies— Canada lor instance— the govern- 
ment has de rued the actual settlement of 
the wild lands of the country of so much 
importance to its future interests and 
growth in wealth, thai not only have they 
been given tieely, wilhoill money and with- 
out price, to all who chose to avail them- 
selves ol the privilege; boi huge .sums of ibe 
public money have been annually contrib- 
uted to suppori and assist the needy in their 
early struggles to deal Hie lot est ami lay 
the foundation tor ihcii future independence. 

In tho proseoutiou ol tins policy many 
thousands ol acres ol the wild lands of the 
couutr) nave been brought under cultivation, 
and the wisdom of such a course has been 
manifested, not alone by a vast increase in 
material Wealth, but by a .steady and per- 
manent incieiise in population. A similar 
wise policy has characterized the conduct 
of the United Stutos government, with cor- 
responding results; and were a like liberal 
line ol policy pursued here, the results 
would doun le.-s be the same. 

The exoibitautly higti li-pue at which 
und land bus heretofore been— in fact is 
now— held in this colouy, has virtually had 
the eilcci ot driving people out ol Hie eoun- 
irv. Ver, many whocaine here intending 
to enter upon laud and work it, and whose 
desiie was to live under the protection ol 
the British Hag, undiug mat while the laud 
of the colony could not be had fur less than 
fine dolluro an aere, laud equally as good 
could be obtained across the Straits I'oi one 
dollar and a quarter, they very naturally 
conclude! to go there, and consequently, 
owing to the illiberulity and blindness ol 
our rulers, have these men hern lost to the 
country, and at a lime when ev< ry exertion 
should have been made to induoe lliem to 
stay. 

A very faint and glimmering hope has

accept the overtures of government— let 
good leading roads be opened out, so that 
easy access can be had between country 
ami town,— thus enabling farmers to bring 
the produce of their labors to market.— ami 
it would soon be made apparent that in re- 
ducing the price of land the government had 
added to the wealth of the colony by the in- 
creased productions of tlin soil, the dovelope- 
ment of its resources, and the acquisition 
of a hardy, industrious population of agri- 
culturalists, who constitute the bono and 
sinew cf any country, *uuh is the class of 
people we require, and let us hope that the 
i force of public opinion — if nothing else 
— will induce the government to take speedy 
action in the matter. 

The Last News. . 
The latest news from the States represents 
mailers as becoming worse, and indications 
are observed that lead ono to suppose that a 
long arid bloody civil wur.between iheFederal 
Government, backed by the Northern Slates, 
mi the one side, and, a portion, at Ieast,of the 
Southern or slaveholding States on the 
other, is about to commence. How far the 
bonier slave States will join the extreme 
South, remains to he seen, as at last advices 
tlioy appeared halting between two opinion's 
to remain neutral, or go over to the rebels, 
bag and baggage. The liring into the steam- 
ship Star of the West by the Charleston- 
ians, on the 9th lilt., created intenso excite- 
ment throughout the country and even 
iho President had aroused himself from the 
criminal lethargy into which he had fallen, 
and was actively preparing, to resent 
i the insult by force of arms. So it would 
seem that Mr. Buchanan will not be allowed 
to go put of olliee on the -lib of March 
without lirst striking a Mow against the se- 
cessionists ; and will thus relieve the in- 
coming l'residentof the odium of commenc- 
ing n strife that will array i'athe: against 
sou, brother against brother, servant against 
master, and friend against friend ; one that, 
if continued, must deluge the fair land 

with blood, paralyze trade, commerce, and 
agriculture.; arouse the military spirit of a 
people already loo prone to engage in war 
nu frivolous occasions.; and end, God only 
knows where. 

That we speak the mind of the whole 
country, when we say that one of the great- 
est calamities that has ever befallen the 
human race is on 'ho eve id" transpiring, we 
believe: and in no country in the world is the 
present state of affairs more deeply deplored 
and regretted than in Great Blitain. There 
is still a hope— a very faint hope— that a 
compromise may yet he effected ; but failing 
that, the ne.vt news from the East may be 
freighted with the mournful intelligence 
that the war Iras begun, and that the sharp 
crack of jhe rifle, the gleam of the 
bayonet, the death slirick of expiring vic- 
lims, and the smoking ruins of many a 
once happy homestead, now occupy the 
place* that once resounded with the busy 
hum of industry, and wherepeace, content- 
ment and happiness has heretofore reigned 
supreme,

IsirORTAXT Decision' on' tub Law or 
Linei,. — In the Court of Exchequer, one 
S ockbridge lately pursued Mr. Ellis, printer 
of tho London Daily Telegraph, for having 
published a squib advertisement, ending 
with the words; "To gel a commission 
make early application to William Stock- 
bridge, bJsq , tailor, ICennington Green, who 
wiil adapt the old uniforms at a small 
charge." The defendant only pleaded not 
guiltv. After evidence had been led, and 
counsel fir the parties heard the Lord Chief 
Baron, in a careful summing up, said : 

It is no libel to call a man a tailor— to say 
that ho bears his sharo in a respectable 
branch of our native industry, it would cer- 
tainly bo no libel without an inuendn, For 
my own part I cannot understand how the 
plaintiff can say the whole of the libel is 
untrue. 1 believe several parts of it are 
true. The old idea of a libel was that it 
was a thin" which would hold a man up to 
ridicule, inwl which would have a tendency 
to disturb bis feelings ; but a more sensible, 
a more social view is now taken, and every 
mere joke to make a laugh does not consti- 
tute a libel. Do not, gentlemen, understand 
mo as laying down any principle for your 
guidance". Whether this IS a libel or not, it 
is your province to decide. It is your pro- 
vince, and it is your right— it is your duty 
to do SO. Hut whatever ' may have been 
tho secret malignity of tho porson who 
caused the insertion of the advertisement, 
it mbst have been '-lea,- lo all who have road 
it that it was a hoax. The press has of late 
years gradually become more emancipated 
from what I may call the fetters of the law; 
and if, in the beginning of my address 1 
said something about the rolunbser move- 
ment, 1 now, at *ts conclusion, will say that 
to ihe press, under a proper administration, 
that movement owes much -. and although 
you must own that the volunteer movement 
is entitled to our highest admiration, you 
must feci that the liberty of the press lias 
ever been respected in that place 111 which 
you nou- sir, and that this country owes 
more lo it than to iioytliing, except that 
glorious Constitution under which we live. 

The concluding remarks of the judge 
were received with loud manifestations ol 
applause, wlncli were immediately cheeked.
